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Selling Stamps At A 
Premium Is Illegal 
lf A Postal Employe 





Elsewhere in this issue, an 
article will be found concerning 
the purchase by Herman Herst, 
Jr., of Scrub Oak, N. Y. of a huge 
trunk of philatelic material, be- 
longing to Joseph A. Steinmetz, of 
Philadelphia, whose entire col- 
Jection was thought to have been 
sold at auction soon after his 
death two decades ago. The trunk 
when opened contained a_ vast 
amount of valuable philatelic 
items, as well as reams and files 
of correspondence by Steinmetz, 
who had hoped to include all in- 
formation some day in a book. 

Including among this wes a 
complete file of legal papers re- 
garding a sensational philatelic 
trial of almost forty years ago in 
which Steinmetz was a partici- 
pant. 


The trial was the result of an 
indictment of Arthur M. Travers, 
Acting Third Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General of the Post Office 
Department, a collector in_ his 
own right, who purchased from 
the Post Office in Washington 
some of the then current blue 
papers, and who later was induced 
to vart with some of them at a 
profit over and above face value. 


Travers was indicted for con- 
spiracy, and his case was a cause 
celebre, due to his prominence in 
philatelic circles. Despite a life of 
faithful service to the Government 
during which he actually once had 
won a vote of thanks from Con- 
gress for devotion to duty, Trav- 
ers was arrested, disgraced, and 
humiliated over the stamps in- 
volved, which had a face value of 
$1.12. 


The Federal Government pro- 
duced its statutes which states 
that no one in the employ 
of the Post Office Department, 
under severe penalties for em- 
bezzlement, is permitted to sell 
postage stamps of any sort for 
less than face value, or for more 
than face value. On the strength 
of these statutes, indictments were 
Obtained against Travers for em- 
bezzlement, and against Stein- 
metz, an innocent purchaser, for 
conspiracy. 


Looking back today on this case, 
we cannot help but wonder on 
whose authority the Government 
decided to sell the newspaper 
stamps of 1895 with a facé value 
of almost $200 for $5 per set in 
1899. There can be no question 
that in so doing the officials them- 
selves were selling stamps for less 
than their face value.

We have now been successful 

in getting congressional recogni- 
tion for this stamp. Hon. W. Ster- 
ling Cole, representing the 39th 
District of New York in the House 
of Representatives, introduced un- 
der date of March 20th, 1947, a 
joint resolution, H. J. RESOLU- 
TION No. 156, before the ist ses- 
sion of the 80th Congress. 
The Joint resolution reads, “Re- 
solved by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress 
assembled, that the Postmaster 
General is authorized and direct- 
ed to prepare for issuance, during 
1947, a special series of 3c post- 
age stamps, of such design as he 
shall prescribe, in commemoration 
of the 150th anniversary of the 
launching of the United States 
ship Constitution, better known as 
“Old Ironsides.” 
Now that we have it on the 
floor of Congress, PLEASE write 
to both your Senators and Con- 
gressmen, asking them to support 
H. J. RESOLUTION No. 156, and 
vote a hearty “aye”. It’s up to 
YOU now, folks, and thanks a- 
gain for all your help.”

Doctors Are To Be Honored With Stamp 
Commemorating The 100th Anniversary 
Of The American Medical Association 








Pulitzer Stamp Sets 
Record For 1st Days; 
Tops Al Smith Stamp 





The unofficial count on the first 
day covers placed in the mails on 
the occasion of the first day of 
issue of the new Pulitzer stamp 
in New York on April 10, shows 
that this stamp has made a new 
record for the amount of covers 
handled and the amount of 
stamps sold on the first day. The 
previous record was held by the 
Alfred E Smith stamp which was 
issued on November 26, 1945 and 
of which over five million were 
sold on the first day. 

At 9:00 a. m. the stamps went 
on sale at the General Post Of- 
fice, and at all 85 stations of the 
New York Post Office. The ca- 
chet sponsored by Postmaster 
Goldman was applied to covers 
at the General Post Office. Col- 
lectors and dealers from all over 
the East and as far West as Kan- 
sas City, Mo., were seen in line 
in front of the special stamp win- 
dows, 

The ceremonies at Columbia 
University in the afternoon were 
most impressive. The notables at- 
tending included Secretary of 
War Robert P. Patterson, who 
delivered the chief address, 
Mayor William O’Dwyer, Post- 
master Albert Goldman and 
Third Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral Joseph J. Lawler, who re- 
presented the Post Office Depart- 
ment in Washington. 

Mr. Lawler presented souvenir 
sheets of the new issue to Dr. 
Frank D. Fackenthal, acting 
president of the university, and 
to Dean Carl W. Ackerman of the 
School of Journalism. Columbia 
University mailed 10,000 covers 
bearing the Pulitzer stamp to 
friends of the university. 
Through the cooperation of 
Postmaster Goldman and the of- 
ficals of Columbia University it 
was possible to purchase the 
stamps in any quantity at special 
booths erected in Low Memorial 
Library especially for the occa- 
sion. It was also possible to mail 
covers in the Library, which 
were later taken to the General 
Post Office and given the first 
day of issue cancellation.

Did You Ever Go Stamp Hunting? 


We know a lot of people who get a big kick out of taking 


a rifle or shot gun and going out into the country and shoot-|. 


ing squirrels or pheasants. For us, we never could see the 
need for this as we have nothing against the little fellows 
and the birds, but if people were hungry and 
had to do it, it might be a different thing. 
We have gone a hunting several times, but 
not with a gun. Our hunting has been for 
stamps and we just got back from a trip that 
turned out to be a flop in some ways, yet 
yielded us a lot of new information on an old 
cover that we have had in our collection and 
which we have refused to part with for over 
20 years.. More about the cover later, but 
GEO. LINN first about our first objective on this hunt. 
Several years ago when in Columbus we talked with an old 
gentleman who was with the state banking department and 
had to do with the disposal of bank fixtures from closed 
banks of which as we all know there were many in the period 
from 1930 to 1935. It was back in those days that we had 
talked with this old man and asked him if he ever ran into any 
old banks that might have their attics filled with old records 
and papers, particularly old correspondence and ever since 
that time we have borne in mind one bank at Hillsboro, Ohio, 
which the old gentleman had told us had its third floor filled 
with such material and that he beileved it must be all of 


100 years old. 


Ever since that time we have had visions of finding a 
heap of 5c and 10c 1847 issues and perhaps some better items 
as Hillsboro is in Southern, Ohio, and might have had cor- 
respondence that came through on the river boats. Thus our 
visions were lovely and they lasted a long time because it 
has-been twelve or fifteen years since we talked with this 
old fellow. Perhaps we would have done better if we had just 
stayed away and kept the visions for they permitted us to 
conjure up many things which we of course did not find 
for when we finally got around to taking this trip which was 
on April 7, we came into Hillsboro about 11 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and after some inquiry at one bank which happened to be 
the wrong one we were very courteously met by the cashier 
of the correct bank and after a brief conversation and present- 
ing our credentials, which consisted of a nice letter of intro- 
duction from our local bank, we were sunk at once by the 
information that the bank had been established in 1879, thus 
all visions of early material vanished and we lacked interest 
enough in material around that date to try to talk our way 
into the attic and see what might be there. 





Anyhow, we had another object in view on this trip and 
did not care to waste more time than was necessary aS We 
wanted to go to Portsmouth, Ohio and try to find some infor- 
tion to support the old cover we had as well as to go to Lex- 
ington Kentucky, for further helpful support of this cover. 


This part of our trip was more successful. We learned 
things which we believe will lend much to the belief and 
the support of this old cover as being a real Postmaster Pro- 
visional. Two copies are known. We hold one and Mr. Oscar 
Schenck of Powell> Ohio holds the other. The one held by Mr. 
Schenck has been known to collectors since about 1887, the 
cover I have came into my hands from an old Cincinnati Col- 
lection about 1925. 


I am having some cuts made of these covers and will have 
a nice story on them in an early issue of this paper. The 
cover in my possession will be on display in the Court of 
Honor at the Centenary International Philatelic Exhibition 


in New York in May. 


It is my belief that the information I have gathered is 
sufficient to prove that the cover is a Postmasters Provisional 
as many things tie together to lend to this belief. Of course 
more conclusive evidence is possible, but such information 
as I have found seems to clinch the fact that this cover is 
all that it appears to be and If accepted as such, will become 
one of the rarest of the Postmaster Provisionals. 


So my stamp hunt was a pleasant one, I had fun and 
excitement in the haunt, not the least of which was driving 
over some of those Kentucky roads of which I do not want 
much more in the future.

BRITISH 
EMPIRE CHATTER 


By Britt Kolon 








We have all noted the purple 
pencil cross on both sides of re- 
gistered covers from Great 
Britain and its colonies. This is 
the evolution of the requirements 
on registered mail when first in- 
stituted. Registered mail 


addressed. As the volume of re- 


purple pencil on both sides so as 
to be in the same position as the 
ribbon would be. 

Current mint British Colonial 
stamp prices are very low at this 
time and will probably advance 
soon. While the barter in stamps 
was permitted by England, large 
lots of mint and used United 
States stamps were sent over to 
be paid for with mint British 
Colonials at face. American deal- 
ers in U. S. made a substantial 
profit on the prices charged for 
their U. S. items and then dispos- 
ed of the British Colonials here 
at face and in some cases slightly 
below face. The result was the 
large offerings to the collectors 
at about 25c per shilling or low- 
er. Since this barter permission 
was abolished, importations of 
these stamps have been sharply 
curtailed and stocks on hand 
here gradually reduced. There is 
also a rumor that complete new 
sets may soon be issued for all 
the Crown Colonies which should 
result in increases in value of the 
current sets, 

IRAQ. It is reported that an air 
mail set is being prepared for 
Iraq and that the familiar Boy 
King set will be withdrawn and 
replaced with a set with the 
King’s likeness as he is today.

Varieties On Revalued 
1920 Post Cards Noted 


R. F. Molitor of Cleveland has 
submitted for our inspection sev- 
en Postal Cards of Scott type 
PC20, which have been over- 
printed with a new value of one 
cent. Both dies are represented 
in the designs of the cards shown 
us, and the true surcharge from 
a printing press die is found on 
one card, a UX33. 

The other six cards show var-- 
iations. of the surcharge. These 
are undoubtedly some that had 
the surcharge added with the 
special dies that were provided to 
fit the International and Univer- 
sal post office cancelling ma- 
chines. In all there were two sur- 
charges added by press printing, 
and 44 types made by running 
the cards through the cancelling 
machines, 

The press printed surcharges 
are distinguishable in one type 
by the long pointed serifs of the 
number one, and in the other by 
the squared appearance of the 
base and top, of the one. The 
press printed varieties are usual- 
ly a clearer and blacker print.

Among the varied collections 
entered in the Centenary Inter- 
national Philatelic Exhibition,

New Semi-Postals And 
A Commem From Finland 


A first day cover bearing two 
new issues from Finland has 
been received from Erkki Nurmin- 
en, Rinnetie 20, Tampere, Finland. 
A Single stamp of 10MK. in brown 
violet commemorates the 60th 
Anniversary of the Finland Postal 
Savings Bank. It pictures a sym- 
bolical design in keeping with the 
commemoration, is in vertical 
format and about the size of our 
large commems. 

, The second set is a semi-postal 
issue of two stamps and consists 
of a surcharge of new values on 
the Tuberculosis stamps of 1946. 
These stamps are for Tuberculosis 
care also and are to be considered 
the 1947 set for this purpose. The 
original two stamps have been 
surcharged as follows: a new val- 
ue 10MK. plus 2MK. on the 8MK. 
plus 2MK., and a new value of 
a plus 1MK. on the 5MK. plus 








The first day of issue was April 
1, and the cover has been post- 
marked from Tampere. The Tu- 
berculosis stamps are to be print- 
ed in a total of 800,000 sets only, 
while the Postal Savings Com- 
memorate will have a printing of 
5,000,000 copies.

The Second Stamp In ~ 
Famous Austrians Sel 


Late in March the Austrian 
Postal Administration issued the 
second stamp in a series to honor 
famous men of that country. The 
present stamp is a commemorative 
which honors the 150th Anniver- 
sary of the birth of the immortal 
Franz Schubert. It is a 12 groschen 
value intended for the local let- 
ter rate. 








The stamp was designed and en- 
graved by Ferdinand Lorber from 
a portrait of Schubert at the age 
of 28, painted by W. A. Rieder. 
The first stamp in the series was 
that of the poet Grillparzer, an 18 
gr. value which was pictured in 
the February 20 issue of Linn’s. 
The series of stamps of famous 
Austrians is intended in time to 
replace the present one depicting 
landscapes.
